GENERAL—Good ra ns nave been 
received In all three prairie provinc¬ 
es. Including last year's dry areas, 
and grains are making rapid growth. 
Seeding has been c ompleted w.th the 
except ten of that for fod 'er crops 
and a small amount of coarse grains 
in Aloerta and Saskatchewan. In 
few cletrlcts there nas been some 
slight damage from soil drifting; 
damage from pests is small. Condi 
Urns In general arc Batlsfactory. 
Elsewhere in the Dominion prospects 
ore encouraging though the season 
Is late In some regions. In Quebec 
crops are not as forward as usual 
but seed ng 1 now practically com 
plete l and, while rains have benefltt- 
ed pastures, warm weather Is needed 
to stimulate the growth of all crops.

When anyone ia told by hln doctor 
that he has tuberculosis, that person 
and h:s friends naturally wonder 
where he got the disease. We should 
all know where tuberculosis co:nes 
from because when we know the 
Bource of a disease and Its manner 
of spread, we should be able to con 
trol that d sease to a considerable 
extent 

The educe of tuberculosis Is a germ 
known aa the tubercle bacillus. Tub 
erculosls cannot occur unless this 
germ Is present. There arc condit¬ 
ions such ns overcrowding which 
favour the spread of th> germ from 
the a ck to the well There arc condlt 
ions of the body, such as overwork 
and fatigue, which give the germ a 
belter chance to cause disease. 

Non of the conditions which favour 
the germ ran in themselves cause 
the disease, the germ is the one 
and only cause. This leads us then t.a 
cons'.tier where the germ comes from 
and how it is spread 

The tubercle hacillua docs not, as 
far as we know, liivc In nature out 
Side of the human or animal body. 
This means thnt the germs come 
from human beings or animals suf¬ 
fering from tuberculosis. The Irons 
fer must be fairly direct because sun 
light and drying destroy the germs 
fairly quickly once they nr.: outside 
the body. * 

The important point to understand 
Is that tuberculosis Is spread by then- 
who have the disease, whether they 
know they have the disease or not. 
Thi 3 means that tuberculosis causes 
tuberculosis. 

Children suffer from a form of 
tuberculosis which they contract 
from the use of raw milk con ing 
from tuberculous cows.

The more 
frequent and the more intimate the 
exposure, the greater the chance of 
spread and so the sprea 1 commonly 
occurs in the family
